Dernburg then goes on to show how 
Germany ha-s been at peace for for\v- 
four years while most of the other 
Countries now ul war have been fi»fhl- 
ing in a mad scramble to ucuuirr moru 
territory. 

This Is true enough but the fact re- 
mains ihat during all that forty-four 
years Germany was in a state of war 
and Was "ready" to strike when the 
lime ciime. U is absurd to picture 
Germany without any warlike Inten- 
tions during the last half-cent m y 
when she hus created such a large 
army and used It to threaten anil gain 
respect from the nations of Ihe world. 

Hut Dr. Dernberg seems to have 
great riifflrult) in climbing over tile 
case of Helgiutn, a country I bat had 
declared her neutrality. The fact that 
Belgium bad built a Strong line of 
fortresses on the German bonier is no 

proof that she had broken her own 
neutrality. Neither Is It true tn say 
that for the past eight years Belgium 
has been in correspondence with Eng- 
land and France as evidenced by the 
leaving; of her French border unpro- 
tected. This statement of Drrnbcn;'» 
is no dOUbl catered lo the masses who 
do not know the situation. The in- 
demnity offered by Germany to Hel- 
ium uns nothing but a blind. The fact 
Is. she always intended ta break: Bel- 
gium's neutrality and it is for her re- 
sentmeni ol this insult that Belgium 
has gained ihe applause ot the world 

Probably the one place where Dr. 
Dernburg i« completely oft Is his cri- 
ticism of the British Empire, Such 

Statements as "she called In the Can- 
adians" and "she brought over poor 
Indian soldiers" stir up a feeling of j 
patriotic resentment against such apo- I 
loçies.

without exception. Unconsciously we 

ale all CO-operating With Hie censor- 
ship that we detest. The newspaper 
thai prinie,i even ihe censored news 
with the scientific detachment of u 
historian would no doubt soon gel Its 
windows smashed, or at least find it- 
self the tafgel of a rumour that it 
was being financed by the enemy. 

Possibly we doi t need scientific de- 
tachment about news during a war .' 

Not on the surface, perhaps. Bui we 

assured!} do need it in the depths of 
our hearts, if we are 10 he the son of 
nation that gives real strength to » 
govern men I when the hardest pinch 
comes. livery man of us derives a 
certain encouragement from the pub- 
lic at large with Its determination to 
see chiefly what is convenient! bin 

his real strength can spring onlj from 
himself, and tin- sup pi) of it will de- 
pend upon his passion for truth. 

The man who dares look tin facts 
in ihe lace Is stronger than the man 
who dares not. But tin' audacity to 
look Ihe facts in the face cannot be 
I exercised until the facts are sorted 
lout from tin- other things.

Ihe most steely and efficient heads, 
must make mistakes; differences of 
opinion must 1 fortunately) arise; the 
huge machine must creak; a number 
of persons in it must behave, quite 
idiotically: confusion must exist; all 
is not as it ought lo be. Agreed! But 
when one reflects upon these inevit- 
able shortcomings, one should also re- 
flect upon the immensely more im- 
portant positive achievements of the 
machine up lo date, and upon the fine 
right uess which produced those 
achievements. If the machine had 
been perfect - if any of the machines 
engaged in the war hail been perfect 
th.. war would be over now; for per- 
fection would make short wars. On 
the oilier hand, if the machine had 
been the amalgam of scrap-iron and 
inefficiency thai rumour often de- 
scribes it. a sublime German function- 
ary would now be gesticulating in the 
Guilhall.
